ANOTHER bold and desperate outrage is 
recorded from Dublin this morning. Dennis 
Field, one of the jurymen who found a ver- 
dict of guilty against Hynes for murder, was 
passing along one of the main thoroughfares 
ot the city at noon. A car containing two 
men drove rapidly up, and one of the men 
jumped off and stabbed Field several times 
with a sword, inflicting injuries which are 
expected to result fatally.

DEMOCRATIC PROBLEMS. 

Democratic success has developed an em- 
barrassment of riches in platforms. There 
are as many programs as there are self-con- 
stituted leaders. Randall has one and Frank 
Hurd another. The East points out one di- 
rection and the South another which will 
lead the party to a National triumph in 1884. 
The New York Sun rings the changes from 
day to day on what it regards as tndisponsa- 
ble to Democratic supremacy. The Louis- 
ville CourteJournal has somewhat differ- 
ent ideas as to the proper means for gaining 
popular confidence. All seem to agree that 
the result of the late elections was rather a 
rebuke to the Republican party than an in- 
dersement of the Democratic party, and the 
common alm of all suggestions is rather to 
secure a party victory in the next Presiden- 
tial election than to outline a policy for prin- 
ciple’s sake, or to cultivate reform for the 
good it will bring. This selfish purpose, 
along with the divergence of views among 
the party leaders, is not especially reassur- 
ing in view of the repeated failures which 
the Democrats have made in the opportuni- 
ties they have enjoyed in the past. 

Mr. Watterson’s program is brief, compre- 
hensive, and praiseworthy. This is what he 
says the Democrats must do in order to se- 
eure popular favor sufficiently enduring to 
outlast the next Presidential election: To 
adopt a working ciyil-service bill, required 
no less by party policy than by popular de- 
sire; to repeal the Navigation laws, which 
are equally Infamous and idiotic; to put the 
tariff upon a rigidly revenue basis; to over- 
haul the internal-tax system, reduce it and 
revise it, and making it simpler make it 
cheaper atid hore remunerative: to curtail 
the Federal expenses.“ Mr. Watterson re- 
gards thesé suggestions as “ tangible, spe- 
and 
professés, in what is intended to be an 
emphatic manner, but is really halt-hearted. 
to be confidert that the Democratic leaders 
will. catry them forward. Mr. Watterson 
looks at the situation front the standpoint of 
a rather independent journalist, and knows 
pretty well what ought to be done; out he 
underestimates the sectional, and class, and 
party influences to which the politicians are 
accustomed to pay so much deference.

There can be no genuine 
civil-service reform which shall not exclude 
a change of Government officers and employés 
for mere party reasons, There is no time 
more favorable for such a reform than when 
the civil service is composed of men who, 
for the most part, have been drilled in their 
duties by long experience. The application 
ot reform principles to the management of 
the civil service would de much more effect- 
ive in such a condition than it would be im- 
médiately after the induction into office 
of an army of raw recruits. Are the Demo- 
cratic politicians, the officé-brokers, and 
the place-hunters disposed to struggie 
for the control of the Government under a 
system that will shut them out from the en- 
joyment of a very large proportion of the 
spoils? If Mr. Watterson will be entirely 
candid about the matter, we are inclined 
to think that he will admit there is small 
pro lity of Democratic politicians sur- 
rendéring the chief incentive to party work 
on the very eve of an election involving the 
distribution of ‘100,000 offices.

INGERSOLL’S “ — THOUGHTS.” 

On Sunday, tiie 12th inst., the Rev.“ 
Robert G. Ingersoll, of Washington, D. C., 
delivered a sermon“ in McVicker’s Thea- 
tre in reply to the theology of the Rev. Mr. 
Talmage, of Brooklyn. In this lecture he 
laid down, as the fundamental basis of his 
lecture, the following declaration of Inger- 
sollian mental and moral philosophy: 

Nothing oan ue 28 certain than that no Mu- 
man bein * ny possibility control his 
thowyht. e ae 15 1 world—we see, we hear, 
we feel, we taste; and everything in Nature 
makes an impression — the brain, and that 
wonderful something enthroned there with these 
materials weaves what we call thougdbt, and the 
brain can no more belp thinking than the heart 
can help beati The blood pursues its old ac- 
customed round without our wiil. heart 
beats without asking leave of us, and the brain 
thinks in spite of all that we can do. This being 
true, no human being can justiy be heid respon- 
sible for his thought any more than for the beat- 
img of his —* any more thea forthe course 
— by the blood, any more than for breath- 
ing air. 

On Sunday, the 19th inst, the Rev. Mr 
Thomas, of Chicago, preached a sermon in 
reply to Mr. Ingersoll. Criticising the above 
declaration, Mr. Thomas said: 


We allt admit that impressions are made upon 
the brain by what we see, and and feel;

In his lecture on Sunday last Mr. ! nger- 
soll replied to Mr. Thomas, and touching 
this point of the voluntariness or involtin- 
tariness of thought and personal responsi- 
bility for thought made a somewhat sopnis- 
tical answer, which is tantamount to a 
repetition of his original statement rather 
than a metaphysical preof of it. The time it 
took Mr. Ingersoll to prepare his reply and 
the industrious manner in whieh he labors 
to make good his original affirmation are of 
themselves a very complete answer to his 
assumption of the involuntariness of 
thought. 

Mr. Ingersoll’s position, as he again states 
it, is that we get our ideas through the 
medium of our senses; hence thought is in- 
voluntary, and we should not be punished 
hereafter for what we think. If this posi- 
tion be correct, then why should we be pun- 
ished here or hereafter for our actions? 
Actions follow thoughts, ate catised by 
thoughts, and are in response to them. If 
we are not responsible for our thoughts, 
why are we responsible for our actions, 
which are the resuit of thoughts? The 
movements of the body are directed by the 
thought or the idea applied by the will to the 
movement, and not even Mr. Ingersoll will 
deny that there is any rational action inde- 
pendent of thought or will. Why, then, 
should we be responsible for our movements 
if they are directed by thought, and we can’t 
prevent thought? Mr. Ingersoll only told. a 
half-truth. He did not go to the bottom. of 
his position and state all that it implies. 

It is certain that Col. Ingersoll worked 
hard in preparing his reply to Dr. Thomas. 
His thoughts came to him, not involuntarily, 
but by persevering effort, wish, and research. 
He sought for them as an angler seeks for 
the fish or as the miner seeks for the ore. He 
went out after them. He wanted-them. He 
wanted arguments to refute Dr. Thomas’ po- 
sition, and he sought and longed for ‘them, 
and itis a somewhat sad commentary upon 
Col. Ingersoll's reply that after his long quest 
his “involuntary” thoughts were not very 
sound or strong ones. The process through 
which he went is the process through which 
every man goes when hethinks. Every man 
who desirés to arrive ata given condlasion 
takes the same direction. It does not always 
come to him easily. He strives for thoughts 
by the aid of reference-booKks, by memory, by 
consultation, or by experience. He weighs 
his thoughts, he accepts some atid rejécts 
others, and he strains and labors for his con- 
clusion because he wants to reach it. What 
a relief it Would be if he could only reach it 
by Col. Ingersoll’s involuntary process! 

In the conduct of ordinary, everyday busi- 
ness the merchant has desires in a certain 
direction, and with great labor he collects his 
thoughts and arranges them to compass his 
plan, and in every way strives to 22 
and support his thoughts so that théy shall 
not lead him away from the road which 


ends in the accomplighment of his purpose. 


Are all the inventions of Edison, which are 
only aggregations of thought applied to a 
given purpose, involuntary? Does he not 
work for them day and night, arduously and 
toilfully, giving himself neither rest nor 
sleep as he Sumnions up thought after 


thought, throwing multitudes of them away, | 


until he has found the right ones? Was 
Darwin's great theory of evolution an invol- 
untary affair? Fifty years ago evolution 
with him had only a dim, misty, slight be- 
ginning. Call it ah involuntary thought, but 
if he had only waited upon involuntary 
thoughts for his result he would have pro- 
gréssed no farther. Fifty years of laboriotis 
mental effort involving widespread investi- 


_ gation, close study, Jong journeys, great self- 


sacrifice, and many disappointments were 
necessary to the elaboration of his theory. 
Take the case of the poet. Mr. Poe at first 
wrote sixteen lines of his Bellis.” At an- 
other time he added thirty lines, then with 
more laborious thought he increased. it to 
sixty, and at last, after a fourth attempt, he 
completed it, and he has left on record a 
sketch of the long involved and laborious 
system of thought which resulted in his 
wonderful poem of The Raven.“ 

This is the process ih every investigation. 
Thoughts are not matters of accident or 


come by chance, but they are what a man 


Col. Ingersoll’s position violates the ex- 
perience of human life and contradicts per- 
sonal consciousness, Unbidden or involun- 
tary thoughts are germs whieh perish at once 
and yield no fruit unless they are cuitivated 
and strengthened and applied, and this is 
done voluntarily and with a purpose in view. 
If Col. Ingersoll’s positon were correct no 
parent would be justified in punishing his 
child for its disobedience. If the child is 
hot responsible for its thougtits, if they are 
unbidden, involuntary forces, urging him 
hither and thither ust his own will, then 
his punishment would be monstrous cruelty. 
If his position be ¢orrvet, then itis morally 
wrong to punish the ecrimifal who merely 
followed out his involuntary thought to 
steal, The logical outcome of his position 
would be the removal of ali penalties for 
crime, the arrest of all responsibility for acts, 
the insecurity of society, the overthrow of 
law, and the reduction of human beings to 
mere automata, of no more conséquence in 
God’s great vital system than the animals, 
The great trouble with Col. Ingersoll, is that 
he never goes beyond his involuntary 
thoughts in thinking of religion. He would 
scorn to condact his law business as he does 
the religious business, If he only applied to 
his law business such thoughts as come to 
him involuntarily he would soon present the 
sorry spectacle of a lawyer without a client. 

——— 
“REFORM I8 NECESSARY.” 

Congress at its last session felt and acted 
like a reckless young man lately fallen heir 
to a vast estate. When it meets on the 4th of 
December next it will feel like an old man 
after a debauch—shaky. Congress has found 
that it didn’t inherit anything after all; it 
was a mere trustee With full power on the 
part of the creator of the trust of revocation 
and substitution. This power has been exer- 
cised almost savagely, and it has been di- 
rected especially against the Republican 
members: In the present Congress there is 
a Republican majority of ten or a dozen, and 
in the next Congress there will bea Demo- 
cratic majority of seventy-five or eighty. 

This is a very instructive feature of the 
political situation. In all the iniquities and 
follies of the last session of Congress the 
Democratic members had their full share. 
But enriously enough for these delinquen- 
cies of Democratic Congressmen the Demo- 
cratic party has not been punished at all; it 
has actually been rewarded... It is plain 
that Democrats can do with apparent 
impunity what Republicans cannot do 
without subjecting themselves to stern 
rebuke. It would seem that the pev- 
ple regard the Democratic party as un- 
worthy of the application of the rod with 
a view to its correction. They merely use 
that party as a scourge to whip the Repub- 
lican party into the path of duty. 

Repeatedly in the “off year” the people 
have rebuked the Republican party by giving 
the Deniocratic party control of a branch of 
the Government. In every instance the Re- 
publican party has profited by the lesson and 
been restored again to full power. On pre 
vious -oceasions when the Republican party 
has suffered rebuke there were causes of 
public disquietude, as the War of Rebellion 
in 1862, the hard times in 1874, and the South- 
ern policy of Hayes in 1878. But the rebuke 
comes now in a time of exceptional prosper- 


ity—in a time of profound peace at home and 


abroad. 

The abuses requiring correction are not, 
however, less palpably evident than on for- 
mer oceasions. The shame of bossism, the 
scandal of political assessments, the neglect 
of Congress to fefornfthe tariff, and its waste- 
fulness and extravagance in the matter of 
appropriations—these are the abuses for 
which the Republican party has been re- 
buked. If the Republican party is to benefit 
by the lesson of the elections, it must begin 
the reform where the opportunity is first 


presented—in Congress. If this opportunity | 


is utterly neglected, the notice of eviction 
served upon the Republican party on the 7th 
of November instant may be enfotced in 
1884. Promises of amendment are good for 
nothing when immediate performance is pos- 
sible on the part of the promiser. 

It is therefore the imperative duty of the 
Republican party in Congress to set its house 
in order. Taxation must be reduced, and it 
is impracticable, to say nothing of the un- 
wisdom of such a step, to repeal the entire 
excise on spirits and tobacco and leave the 
tariff untouched. The Republicans in Con- 
gtess have not the necessary strength to pass 
a measure against the determined hostility of 
the Democracy, and the Democratic penchant 
for free whisky and tobacco is not strong 
ehough to induce the party consent to a 
measure which would render it absolutely 
necessary to retain the entire list of high 
protective duties on imported articles. The 
Democratic party is committed to the free- 
trade idea, pure and simple, Sam Randall 
and Dan Voorhees to the contrary notwith- 
standing. Hence if the Republicans in Con- 
gress fall into Judge Kelley’s snare by at- 
tempting to repeal the tax on spirits and to- 
bacco, they will fail, and failing there fail in 
everything. For after a disastrous attempt 
of this sort it will be too late to prepare and 
adept a comprehensive measure in modifica- 
tion of the tariff. 

The high tariffites should bear this in mind. 
If they refuse to touch the tariff, nothing will 
be accomplished, and they will be left to the 
tender mercies of a Democratic Congress. If 
they insist upon a high tariff or no tariff, it 
will be their own fauit if they get no tariff.

THE ILLITERATES. 

The census returns, as published in this 
paper yesterday, and more in detail this 
morning, show how great is the illiteracy 
among the people of the United States. In 
the whole United States there were in 1880 
36,761,601 persons 10 years of age and over, 
white, colored, male and female. Of this 
number there were 4,923,451 who could not 
read and 6,259,958 who gould not write. 
There wére 13 per cent who could not read 
and 17 per cent who could not write. 

Classed by color, of the 32,160,400 white 
persons 10 years of age and upward 3,019, 080. 
or 9 per cent, could not write. Of the white 
persons unable to write, 2,255,469, or 8 per 
cent, were natives, and 763,020, or 12 per cent, 
were foreign born. Of the 4,601,907 colored 
persons of 10 years of age and upward 3,320,- 
878, or 70 per cent, were unable to write. 

These general returns, which include the 
whole country, show that of the whole popu- 
lation of 36,761,607 of 10 years of age and up- 
ward—that is, of ail those who were born be- 
fore 1870—the number who can read and 
write are as follows:

miles; Africa, 3,147 miles. The United States 
led all other countries many fold, it having at 
that time 104,83] miles of completed road. The 
second country in extent of railroads is Ger- 
many, which bad 21,446 miles. Great Britain 
comes next, with 18,281 miles; Fraiice next. with 
17,112 miles. Russia 799 miles. The United 
States at the close of 1881 had within 4,000 miles 
as much railroad as all of Europe. The total 
footing for the year will not be less than 14,000 
miles. In less thau three years there will be as 
many, or more, miles of raij/road in the United 
States as if all the rest of the world besides.

WASHINGTON, Pa., Nov. 27.—The fifteenth 
cremation took place at the Lemoyne Cre- 
matory on Gallows Hill, near this place, to- 
day. The remains were those of Dr. Lorenzo 

Ebrhart, of — — City, Pa. The body ar- 

rived here this fhorning, accompanied by the 

late Dovtor’s three sons and a number of 

German citizens. After religious services 

the body was Wrapped in a sleet saturated 

in alum-Water, and placed in the retort at 12 

o’clock, In two hours incineration was pro- 

nounced complete. Dr. Ehrbart was born in 

Offenberg Baden, Germany, in August, 1808. 

He studied at tae gymnasium in that 

place, afterward at Freiberg, and finally 

graduated at Heidelberg, although he 
afterward received degrees from 
other prominent German universities, 

He was one of the leaders in the agitation of 

1848, in which Carl Schurz and Sigismund 

Loew bore 80 prominent a part. For this he 

Was exiled and had his property confiscated 

by the Government. He made a hasty retreat 

to Strasburg, then under French dominion, 
and subsequently came to the United States. 

He first located at McKeesport, where he re- 

mained for about a vear and a haif. Then 

he went to Pittsburg, and located on Ohio 
street.. His practice among the German citi- 
zens grew spontaneously and with gréatrap- 
idity. So large was his practice among the 
Germans that he deemed it unnecessary to 
learn the English langtiage. He was a man 
of high professional reputatiom and was so- 
clally a great favorit with his fellow-coun- 
trymen. He was born a Catholic, but never 
adhered to the faith, and was a recognized 
free-thinker, although he associited much 
with Protestant ministers. For forty years 
he was afflicted with gout, and was obliged 
to resort to the use of morphia to allay his 
pain durmg the last fifteen years of his 

life. At one time his weight was 240 

pounds, but at time of his 

death he weighed only about ninety pounds. 

Before Dr. Lemoyne put the cremation theo- 

riés into practice Dr. Enrhart believed and 

argued in favor of that system of disposing 
of the dead bodies of human beings. He 
afterward became an enthusiastic advocate 
of the practice, and as a consistent man 
niaintained that a physician should put into 
practice that which he recommended to be 
for thé public good. To show bis sincerity 
in the matter he some time ago entered ſuto 
ah agreement with his wife, in which 
was stipulated that, whoewer died first, 
the surviving partner should personally 
see that the remains of the deceased husband 
or wife should be burned in Dr. Lemoyne's 
furnace. This contract was further fortiiied 
by a clause in Dr. Ekrhart’s will, and it is 
understood that his widow has indicated her 

desire to have her body treated in a miler 
manner when she dies.

THK COUNT OF MONTEBELLO, 

only sutviving son of Matshal Lannas, who 
perished on the field of Essling, is dead. He 
was born at Paris July 30, 1801, was created 
a Peer of Franee in 1815 by Louis XVIII., in 
consideration of the distinguished services 
of his father, but he did not sit in the Lux- 
embours until after the Revolution 6f July, 
1830. At first he appears by his votes to have 
attacbed himself to the Legitimist Opposi- 
tion, but afterwards inclined towards the 
new monarchy, and ailépted a conservative 
policy, taking part in a great number of de- 
bates. Having fulfilled a diplomatic mission 
to Copenhagen he was appointed Ambassador 
to Switzerland in 1836, and in 1838 represented 
France at Naples. He was Minister of For- 
eign Afiairs in the Cabinet of April 1, 1889, 
resumed his post in Italy on the dissolution 
of this Ministry, May 12 and in 1844 was in- 
trusted to negotiate a martiage between the 
Princess Marie Caroline, of Salerno, and the 
Duc dAumale. He replaced Admiral 
Mackau in the Ministry of Marine, May 9, 
1847, retired at the revolution of February, 
1848, and was elected by the Department of 
Marine to the Legislature in 1849. After the 
coup d’état of Dee. 2, 1850, he for a time 
ceased to take any part in politics, but at the 
commencement of 1858 he was appointed 
Ambassador to St. Petersburg. He was 
raised to the rank of Senator Oct. 
He was created a Grand Cross of the Legion 
ot Honor Aug. 30, 1844, and decorated with 
numerous foreign orders.

125,000, of which £5,000 was paid by a Man-

he ordered a yacht worth 48,000 for the

£16,000 for Prince (now King) Charles of 
Roumania.

£1,600 from the shipbuilders as commissions 
on these orders. Among other feats in his 
subsequent caresr Hoffmann succeeded in 
getting appointed American Consul in War- 
saw.

A REVEREND GENTLEMAN'S TESTIMONY. 
Special Dispatch to Ne Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Nov. N.— The investigation of 
the corners and dealings in futures and their 
effect upon the public welfare, whieh State 
Senators Boyd and Browning have been mak- 
ing, was continued at the Metropolitan Hotel 
today. The Rev. Dr. Howard Crosby, who 
was not sworn because of the expressed be- 
lief of Chairman Boyd that this was un- 
necessary on account of the sacred calling of 
the witness, testified that his knowledge of 
corners and dealings in futures was derived 
from the public prints, He had come tu the 
conclusion, however, that they were demor- 
alizing to the community; that they tended 
to deteriorate the tone of public 
sentiment, and that they deranged commerce. 
The practice of cornering contributed to false 
values by means of trick and device, and, 
Uke all tricks, they must be detrimental to 
the public welfare. He saw no difference be-

Proceedings of the Meeting of the

Acircular just issued by Commissioner Fink 
gives the proceedings of the Standing Commit- 
tee of the Joint Executive Committee held in 
the Commissioner's office in New York Nov. 22. 

In regard to rules regulating storage and de- 
livery of grain in New York harbor it was re- 
solved that, so far as the application of the new 
rules regarding the delivery of flour is con- 
cerned, all our on band Dec. 1 shall be consid- 
ered as having arrived on that date. 

It baving been stated that in making through 
rates to foreign ports some agents dropped frac- 
tions, while others retain them, the following 
resolution was passed with a view of securing 
uniformity of practice:

An article from the New York Herald, repro- 
duced in yesterday's Tripunse, created much 
comment among local manyfacturers of iron 
and steel. The article in question charged that 


a “ Bessemer ring” existed; that the managers 


of the steel works in the West, in threatening to 
stop their works uagiess protection is continued, 
were playing a game of bluff; that the aver- 
age pay of men employed in the production of 
Bessemer steel was onty $465 a year; that the 
Western milis were not disposed to work “ under 
ordinary conditions, and for a fair commercial 
profit,”’ and that Bessemer rails at % a ton in 
this eountry were still about 30 per cent above 
the price in Great Britain. 

When asked if he had read the artiele, Mr. O. 
W. Potter, President of the North Chicago Roll- 
ing Mill Company, said:

While the Trustees vt the several asyiums have 
considerable discretion in the matter of dis- 
charging patients, and while they frequently 
exchange the “chronics’”’ from a given county 
for recent and violent or especially troublesome 
cases in the county, the Stute and the counties

and take care of all the unfortunates within 
their respective borders. “The question of pro- 
viding for the chronic insane,” said Dr. Carriel 
jo discussing this subject with me—a subject 
which will form no small part of bis biennial re- 
port to the Trustees—“is an urgent one and is 
now demanding an answer. Something must be 
dove immediately,either by the counties or by the 
State, to provide for the large and increasing 
number of the chronic-insane. Insanity is ap- 
rentiy increasing disproportionately to the 
ocresse in population. The counties cannot 
take care of their insane because they have 
made no adequate provision therefor. The 
pertinent question is, what provision should be 
made, and whether the State or the counties 
should make it. My idea is that the State should 
do it use it can do so better, more 
econumicaily, and more satisfactorily. There 
are anumber of reasons for this, the principal 
of which perhaps is the fact that the respective 
counties baven t a sufficient number of insane to 
make any proper classification in their alms- 
houses., and are obliged to put ail classes of the 
insane together—the quiet and the noisy, the 
refined and the vuigar. It think it will de gen- 
erally conceded that the State should afford the 
necessary additiogal facilities. In my opinion

REFORMED SPELLING. 


The Need of It- What Prof. Lounsbury 
Says. 
Detroit Tribune. : 

It is a good many years now since the Spring- 
field Republican initiated the newspaper war on 
the current orthography by omitting the two 
last letters of the word that was then almost 
uniformly written programme.” That partic- 
ular innovation has received an approval which 
may now be said to bave become general. The 
foremost advocates of the reform among the 
newspapers at present are Tue Caicaco TRIB- 
UNE, the Utica Herald, and the Home Journal of 
New York, which undertake to omit the silent 
vowels and as many other idle letters as possi- 
bie, and the last-mentioned paper makes f do 
service for ph. The result is such words as in- 
finit,”’ » dilema,” “ demagog,” “ filology,” “ fo- 
nography,” “triumf,” “thoroly,” “tho,” 
“ nolej,”’ and “ tisic”’ for phthisick, etc. 

Dr. Franklin, who pbilosophized upon almost 
everything, had some notion of the adoption of 
a*fonetix” mode of spelling, and Dr. Noah 
Webster mounted the bobby early in the present 
century and published a school reader in the 
“fonetik” style. It was to his persevering et- 
fort, continued through a pretty long life of 
literary labor, that we are maluly indebted for 


the discussion and changes that of late years 
have been produced. 

Prot. 1 Lounsbury, of Yale College, in the 
December number of the Century, takes up 
“The Problem of Spelling Reform” from a 
scholarly and conservative position, and gives a 
more sensible discussion of the subject than we 
have been favored with by any other recent 
writer. He is bimseif a believerin the need of 
something like a radic#>change in orthography, 
but be recognizes the broad fact that to a great 
majority of intelligent readers and writers such 
u change would at any time be distasteful. As- 
summing that most people are agreed that some 
modification of the present system is desirable, 
he divides the reformers into two classes, one, ot 
which favors reform tm Engtish orthography, 
and the other of which favors reform of Ru- 
giish orthography. 

“Reform in Enoglish orthography,” he says, 
“does not imply any sweeping change whatever. 
The spelling is to be left esscatiaily what it is 
now. A number of simplifications only are to be 
adopted. One of the most important of these 
would naturally be the dropping of useless let- 
ters in those cases where the useless letters is 
misleading as to the derivation, as, for in- 
stunce, the A in rhyme, the e in scene, and the g in 
Joreign and sovereign. Another would be the 
reduction to uniformity of ending of words be- 
longing to the same class. An ilustration of 
this, familiar to all, would be the rejection of 
one of the two terminations our and or. A more 
murked change still would be a mudification of 
spelling where pronunciation reuuired it. Tous, 
the ive participle in ed would be written 
with b, when it was sO sounded, as mizt and Art 
for mized and fired,’ 

A considerabie controversy arose over Web- 
ster’s innovation—* unautborized,” it was called 
—in substituting er for re in theater, center, meter, 
and all words of that class except lucre and acre, 
in which a change of spelling would be misiead- 
ing as to pronunciation; aad yet Prot. Louns- 
bury shows that the Websteriuan method was the 


one commonly used by Spenser, Ben Jonson, 


Sbakspeare, and other writers of the early ages 
of the best Euglisd literature. ‘che first com- 
plete edition of Shakspeare's plays was pub- 
lished in 1623. In that work sepulcher occurs 
thirteen times; it is spelled eleven times with er. 
Scepter occurs thirty-seven times; it is not once 
apelied with re, but always with er. Center oc- 
curs twelve times, and in nine instances out of 
the twelve it ends with er. These cases only 
illustrate the common usage of the time. 

For some of our vad spellime which bas de- 
cowe established in the language we are indebt- 
ed to the printers who fastened the s into the 
word isiand, where it is not pronounced at ail 
and has no business etymologicaily or other- 
wise, and the A in riwme, which was inserted by 
some knowing typographer because he fancied 
the word was somehow related to rhythm. But 
some of the writers who have undertaken to 
make spelling uniform have done even worse 
than the printers, though their queer construc- 
tions have not survived outside of their own 
books. Joseph Ritson, for instance, the enthusi- 
astic antiquary, who. as Prof. Lounsbury says. 
“loved accuracy with the same passion other 
men love persous, and who hated a mistake, 
whether arising from igvorance or inadvert- 
ence, as a saint might hate a deliberate lie,” un- 
dertook to make a universal rule that ail the 
preterits of the so-culled regular Engiish verbs 
should be formed by the addictica of ed. The re- 
sult was that the past tense of such verbs as 
love, oblige, and surprise appeared as loved, 
obligeed, and surpriseéit. 

Prot. Lounsbury declares, justly enough no 
doubt, that Noah Webster's great attempt to 
regulate the spelling by etymological derivation 
was, in the light of modern comparative 
philology, a stupeaduvus and almost grotesque 
failure, as those who bave in recent years re- 
vised and edited the dictionary which bears bis 
name tacitiy admit by discarding the resuits 
upon which Webster chiefly prided himself; and 
be complains that Webster and ali other partial 
reformers are necessarily’ inconsistent with 
themselves. Take, for instance, the words de- 
rived from and cempounded of the Latin cedo. 
Why should proceed and exoced ha vo one termin- 
ation, and accede ana precede another? 

It is a necessary consequence of the arbi- 
trary and varying sounds given to the vowels, 
or the combinations of the vowels,” says the

with us purely a mechanical process.“ Taking, 
to illustrate, the words met. sweat, any, said, says 
and jeopard; the sound of sborte is represéated 
by Six different sigus—c, ea. d. at, ay, and eo.

While admitting that this objection is 
plausible, and before the history of language 
was as well understood as it isnow it seemed in- 
surmountabdie, Prof. Lounsbury opines that a 
system of phonetic spelling once established 
would insure fixity of prouunciation; in other 
words, that pronueciaaon would iu time follow 
the speliing instead of leading it, as it has iu a 
slow and biuudering way always done hereto- 
tore. This change be does not expect to see 
brought about suddenly, but he looks to it as the 
final settlement of the spelling reform.
